The Twenty-sixth Middlesex 
Cyclist 
«^Corps, the regiment ou wheels, have 
their headquarters in a house in 
the 
Queens road, Chelsea, nearly opposite 
Chelsea Hospital. 
The garden attached 
to the house, some 150 yards long, is 
used as a drill ground when the corps is 
not at the Guards barracks, aud in the 
atables a large number of 
cycles are 
stored. 


The Twenty-sixth Middlesex, the only 
volunteer regiment 
on wheels in the 
country, and consequently the pioneer 
among volunteers, started with a handful 
• of men as recently as April 1, 1888, but 
it now musters 130 members, split up 
into two companies, one in the south of 
London aud the other in the west. 


The members of the cyclist corps have 
shown their ability on many occasions. 
For instance, at the military exhibition, 
•the regular soldiers perform on horse- 
'back, including lemon-cutting, tent-peg- 
ging, tilting at the ring, etc. 
In order 
to bring about a successful opera* iou the 
cyclists found it necessary to ride their 
machines at the rate of about lifteen or 
sixteen miles an hour. 
The lemon was 
-suspended by a single wire, and ou ap- 
proaching it, the cyclist, while going at 
this high rate of speed, had to guide his 
.machine with the left hand, while ho 
^slashed out at his fruit with his right. 
At the exhibition this corps gained first 
prize in the drill composition, and each 
member of the team was presented with 
-a silver medal. 


Ordinary bicycles are of no use in 
military cycling,and consequently noth- 
ing but safeties are called 
into requisi- 
tion. Each cycle is fitted up to carry the 
rifle at the side, which can be taken out 
in three seconds; a pouch, 100 rounds 
•of ball cartridge, signalling flag, etc., 
the whole weight of which is something 
under seventy pounds, including 
ma- 
-chine. 
When in full marching 
order 
these cyclists can get along at the rate of 
ten miles an hour and even faster. 


The latest invention in the way of 
military cycles is one by a gentleman 
hailing 
from Ealing, 
London. 
The 
weapons of warfare carried by the mili- 
tary cyclist are all plainly to be seen in 
•the sketch.

BICYCIiB AMBULANCE, 


The military cyclist is really an in- 
fantry man on temporary 
wheels, for 
when engaged in fighting ho dismounts 
from bis machine, places his cyclo on the 
ground, or hides it somewhere while he 
fights on foot. 


Last Easter a regiment 
on wheels 
proved of great service in the mauœuybs 
off Dover, and gained the commendation 
of the military authorities. The Galling 
gun was used aud carried for the first 
time by the corps during 
these man- 
œuvres. 
The weight 
of the gun 
is 
ninety-seven pounds, and the ammuni- 
tion was carried in cases for the purpose. 
The gun was transported to and from on 
a gun carriage composed of four safety 
bicycles coupled together aud ridden by 
four men. 
An ambulance was also car- 
ried in this way, and on a smooth road it 
could bo ttjken along at a speed of about 
ten miles an hour. 


Captain Eustace Balfour, of the Lou- 
don Scottish Regime^it of Volunteers, 
gives the following estimates of the costs 
of a mount of cavalry iu proportion to 
that of cyclist intautry. 
The cyclist in- 
fantry: 
Cost of cycle, per man, $60, 
life of cycle, say six years, therefore 
cost per annum, $10; repairs, oil, e^tc.,

is lost, as besides carrying a signal flag 
and a rifle, the back and front wheel is 
taken up by a leather valise, which is 
divided into various parts, the upper 
portion ofiwhich carries a supply of 
cartridge cases, and there is plwnty of 
room belo\y for the various traveling in- 
struments^equired in case of accident to 
the cycle and for all other uecessaiies. 
a^he whole thing only weighs 
about 
fifty-six pounds.. 


The '-Standing jjear on a military cy- 
cle is an important part, and it is made 
specially important in- the construction 
of the machine referred to, 
A single 
prop is removed by the feet from the 
spring clip, the upper portion of which 
engages with the mud guard, passing 
tUrough the same, and putting a brake 
on the wheels, thus preventing the ma- 
V chine i r W moving forward, or the wheel 
turning to an angle, the cycle leanini; on 
^the side prop still out of the vertical. 
* Fixed to the handle bar is a valise, iu 
which can be carried the kit. 


It is therefore likely that in time of ac- 
tion the military cyclist will bo able to 
get withia an easy distance ^f the field, 
dismount and detach his rifle in a cou- 
ple of seconds, put his machine in a 
place of safety, and be on the scene of 
action quicker than ho could 
by any, 


other means. 


The cyclist corps can do some very 
smart things. 
For instance, they can 
form a zereba in five or six fceconda, for 
the defence of a road, as seen by the il- 
lustration. 
The cycles are stacked one 
to another, and the men get behind and,^ 
fire at the approaching cuemy- 


Thus it will be observed that the cycle 
is much the cheaper of the two. Ano ther 
thing, cycles are much more easily car- 
ried l3y rail than horses; aud with- re- 
gard to the staying powers of the cyclist 
aud the horse,'the cyclist has it a 
long 
way. 


Great distances have been covered by 
military cyclists in a short space of time. 
The record is hold by twelve members 
of the "Artists" Volunteer Cyclist Corps. 
Last year 
they rode a distance of 102 
miles in sixteen 
hours 
and 
fifty-five 
minutes, fully armed, and 
out of 
this 
time they were forced to halt five hours 
owing to an accident, making the actual 
time occupied iu riding the distance a 
little over twelve hours. 


Cycles, 
too, 
arc noiseless, and, an- 
other thing, cyclists can creep along on 
the roads 
behind the hedges unseen, 
whereas men mounted on horseback can- 
not, except when the hedges are very 
high, and then if the roads 
become dry 
a cloud of dry dust is sent up into the 
air by the horses'hoofs,and consequently 
the enemy are made aware that cavalry 
are about. 
By bending over a machine 
a cyclist is really able to make himself 
shorter than the ordinary 
foot 
soldier; 
but 
he still keeps plodding on at the 
rate of about eight or ten miles au hour, 
and is likely to reach his journey's end 
with much more certainty than the man 
on horseback. 


Carrying dispatches, skirmishing, and 
reconnoitreing 
are the chiei duties of 
military cyclists, and owing to the long 
distance which they are able to cover in 
a short space of time they are likely^ to 
prove of 
great seryice in perlorming 
these duties. 


As patrols they are likely to prove ex- 
ceedingly useful. 
Here is an example of 
how a detachment 
managed 
to 
get 
through the enemy's lines aud gain the 
information they were told oil to obtain. 
Seeing a wagou filled with straw coming 
along the road they tipped the driver to 
'et them take shelter with their machines 
underneath the straw. 
This the driver 
agreed to, aud by this means 
got through the outpost lines, accom- 
plished their purpose with perfect safety 
and unobserved. 


There is one thing wanting in a cy- 
clist corps that has not yet been tried, 
and that is a band. 
Many suggestions 
have been made, one oi wliich is that a 
huge musical box should be earned in 
the same stylo as the Catling uun is con- 
veyed ac the present time. 
The person 
who suggests'this is cf the opinion that 
it may bo possible to construct a machine 
in such a way that when the riders work 
the treadles the 
musical aliair should 
give iorth martial strains.

Sir Evelyn Wood is of the opinion that 
Parliament would not bo making a mis. 
take by sanctioning the raisiuijof at least 
20,000 volunteer cyclists. 
Lord Wolse- 
ley is greatly infavorof military cyclists, 
for in a recent speech ho said: 


"There are very few countries in the 
world where you cannot use cycles» Dur- 
ing the whole time I was in India, dur- 
ing the mutiny, I do not remember, ex- 
cept when actually iu the hills for three 
or four days' fighting, one day s march 
or any one fight iu which wp took 
i)art 
where cycles could uot have been used 
with the greatest possible advantage.*— 
New York Journal. 
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The Dyiuff Hawaiian llaop. 


One of the saddest spectacles in Ha- 
waii is the rapid decay of the uative race. 
Disease aud death have made heavy in- 
roads among them. 
jMore even than the 
Samoans and Tahitians they seem to ab 
sorb all the vices of tlu white race. 
The Chinese have introduced the vice of 
opium-smoking, and they also brin.r^' 
large quantities of rice brandy, 'whicn 
the native Hawaiian loves next to **old 
square fuse," as they call gin. 


The Hawaiian families are steadily de- 
creasing in size, and evtM'y ocu«u^ sees a 
shrinkage in the already suuill number ot 
the doomed race. 
The census of 
ISSi 
gave 45,282 Hawaiian and half-castes; 
that of 1890 38,(354, a loss of 5578 in 
six years. 
The Chinese now numbei 
15,209, the Japanese 12,241 aud the 
Portuguese 9100. 
Ol this large num 
ber of Chinese only 200 are women. 
Hence we find John Chinaman selcctin-^ 
wives from the native i?irls, who are only 
too glad to marry Chinese because they 
arc better treated than by men of their 
own race. 
They are indulgent husband? 
and thty love to see their women finely 
dressed, but when they return to China 
there is no record of any Chinaman tak- 
ing his Hawaiian wife. 
The women are 
left behind, and seldom is any provision 
made for the support of themselves aud 
their children. 
The Japanese mix little 
with the Hawaiians. 


JIUUSEIIOLD AFFAIRS. 


A HAWAIIAX TYPE. 


One peculiar thing which Í3 woriiiy 
the attention of the student of ethnology 
is that the mixture of the Chinese and 
Plawaiians makes a better race, physic- 
ally and mentally, than either of the 
originals. 
Some of the brightest young 
men in Hawaii have Chinese fathers and 
Knnaka mothers. 
These half-castes are 
remarkably shrewd iu business, 
while 
they have the a-j^reeable manners of the 
Hawaiians. 
The Portuguese are thrifty, 
but they are a poor race. 
They are now 
fiocking over to California and are going 
into 
the 
fruit and vineyard districts, 
where their labor will certainly be better 
than that of Chinese, for they are eagei 
to buy homes and 
settle. 
Civilized 
vices and 
diseases 
and 
the 
leprosy 
threaten 
to 
wipe 
out 
the 
native 
Hawaiians in 
the next 
thirty 
years. 
They are disappearing more rapidly tlian 
the Maoris, of New Zealand, and for 
the same reason.—Chiea-'o Herald.

KKFPING POTATOES FUONi SPUOUTIKO, 


Pota.ioes may bo preserved fram sprout- 
ins: by keeping them ten'hours in a two 
per cents, solution of commercial sul- 
phuric acid and water, two parts of the 
acid 
to one hundred 
parts of water. 
This solution 
destroys 
the sprouting 
power 
of 
the potato without affecting 
the skiu or the potato injuriously. 
The 
potatoes are dried after their bath and 
stored away. 
By this simple process it 
is claimed that the 
tubers can be kept 
in an edible condition a year aud six 
months. 
The process, which 
was first 
tried 
in the Agricultural College 
of 
Frai c 
has been adopted qy the French 
Government to preserve potatoes for the 
army,—New Yoric Post. 


PIOIlTrSG THE MOTir. 


Moths are a post of New York and 
Brooklyn houses; 
eternal, vigilance is 
the price of safety from them, and same- 
times that is uot enough. 
Two women 
recently discussing moth preventive oi 
protectors 
found 
safety in diiforont 
methods. 
One packed her winter cloth- 
ing, after thoroughly airing and lookiug 
over, in clcan barrels, whose crevices, if 
any, she carefully pasted over with news- 
papers; when 
the barrel was filled a 
newspaper was securely pasted over the 
top, and the parcel w^as mothproof. The 
second used old trunks, with any broken 
places carefully protected with news- 
papers, and sprinkled naptha over each 
garment as it'was laid in, finishing with 
a layer of newspapers at the top thor- 
oughly doused w;th the uaphtha. 
Each 
had "never hnd a thing eaten by moths,*' 
No match or light must be brought near 
while the sprinkling process is going ou 
nor until the place has been well aired.— 
New York Times.

Mahogany bauds itself with 
special 
kindness to the restoring process, now 
so much in vogue. 
The oldest and 
most defaced piece of mahogany 
furni- 
ture can be made to look uot only as wcll^ 
but even better than some of the 
new 
furniture of the present, inasmuch as the 
wood 
is improved 
by age. 
For the 
purpose powdered pumice stone is em- 
ployed to take oil all the old polish and 
leave the wooi 
lu 
the 
natural 
state. 
Have at hand a vessel of 
cold water, 
with the powdered pumice in a conven- 
ient wide shallow dish. Use an old towel 
or other stout cloth. Dip it in the water, 
wring out thoroughly and then 
dip 
in 
the pumice dust, which must be rubbed 
forcibly upon the furniture and into all 
headings, bevellings and carvings until 
every touch of the old polish is removed, 
and the wood presents an unsightly ap- 
pearance. 
if this* result be not eftected 
with one rubbing with the 
pumice, re- 
peat it until it is effected. 
Then wash 
oil the piece of furniture through several 
waters, or until every grain of the pum- 
ice dust is removed. 
When dry apply 
one or two coats of fine coach 
varnish. 
The varnishing must be done carefully,, 
with neither too light nor too 
heavy a 
brush, and with neither 
too great aor 
too chary an expenditure of the varnish. 
The result of this restoring process for 
defaced furniture is a source of 
delight 
to all prudent 
and 
economical house- 
Tyives.—New York Commercial Adver- 
tiser.

SPINACH.

Spinah is one of the mcst htalthfui 
and 
delicious 
of 
vegetables 
when 
properly served, 
writes 
Mrs. E. 
R. 
Parker in tho Courier'Journal. 
As few 
cooks understand the act of preparing it 
•with variety, 
we give the 
following 
recipes; 


Spinach on Toast—Wash half a peck 
of spinach through several waters, pick 
over carefully and cut oil the roots, 
shake dry. 
Put in a kettle, set over a 
moderate fire, and let steam for half an 
hour, drain in a colander; put in a chop- 
ping bowl and chop fine; put in a sauce- 
pan with a tablespoonful of butter, a 
little salt aud pepper, and stir until very 
hot. 
Arrange squares oí buttered toast 
on a heated dish. 
Mold the spinach in 
small cakes and turn one ou each side of 
toast. 
Pour over melted butter 
aud 
serve very hot. 


Spinach Fritters—Boil half a gallon 
of well-worked 
and 
carefully picked 
spinach until tender; drain 
and press, 
mince fine; add half the quantity 
of 
grated stale broad crumbs, with one tea- 
spoonful of sugar and a little grated nut- 
meg, add half a teacup of cream and eggs 
to make batter, season with pepper and 
salt. 
Drop a spoonful at a timo into 
boiling lard; when they rise to the sur- 
face they are done» 
Dram and serve im- 
mediately. 


Spinach Stow—Cook two quarts 
ol 
spinach in salted boiilng water until ten- 
der; chop fine and pour through a sieve. 
Put a quart of milk oyer tho fire, when 
it boils put 
in tho steamed 
spinach» 
Melt a tablespoonful of butter, and add, 
with salt, pepper and a very little mus- 
tard. 
Moisten four tablespoonsful of 
corn starch in a little cold milk and stir 
in. 
Servo hot. 


Spinach Salad—Wash and pick a quart 
of juicy, tender spinach leaves, put in a 
bowl, cut up a young tender 
onion, 
sprinkle over the top, and pour over a 
plain salad dressing. 


Spinach and Bacon—Put 
pound o! 
iat bacon in a kettle with 
water, boil 
until teuder. 
Wash agallón of spinach, 
put in tho kettle and boil until 
done* 
Tako up, drain, put in a vegetable dish. 
Slice the bacon, 
on top, and garnisl)

The disagreement between the Car- 
negie Iron and Steel Company and 
their employees, at Homestead, eight 
añiles east of Pittsburg, 
culminated 
"Wednesday, as briefly stated in our 
last issue, in a pitched battle between 
the employees and a force of 300 Pin- 
kerton men, armed with Winchester 
rifles, taken there to occupy the works 
of the company. 
After a bloody con- 
test, lasting about twelve hours, dur- 
ing which the workmen lost 11 men 
and the Pinkertons 
9, beside 
100 
^vounded, the Pinkertons surrendered, 
leaving the workmen masters of the 
situation. 
Since then Homestead has 
been comparatively quiet; Sheriff Mc- 
Cleary, after using every means to se- 
cure a posse and give the owners con- 
trol of the works, on Sunday telegraph- 
ed Gov. Pattison of his inability to 
accomplish this end, whereupon the 
Governor ordered the entire division 
of the National Guard to report for 
duty.

dent of the Nicaragua 
Canal Company, has 
recently 
v j 3 i t e d Ni- 
caraijua and he has 
ijone over the whole 
'route of the canal on 
foot, 
on 
muleback 
and in boats, and ho 
tells me, writes Frank 
G. Carpenter in the 
Chicago Herald, there 
is no doubt whatever 
of its practicability. 
I asked him what 
they were doing at the present time. 
Ho replied: 


*'We are getting alonfr very well and 
•wc have now 500 men at work. 
We 
began at the canal only ahout four years 
ago and we have ah'cady spent some- 
thinglike §5,000,000 upon it. 
We have 
excavated about a mile of the canal, we 
have built more than twelve miles of 
railroad and we have surveyed the whole 
route and we know just what wo can do. 
To show you that wo arc doinc: things 
thoroughly, it cost us about $500,000 to 
make this survey and you can have little 
idea of the difficulty of the undertaking. 
Our engineers had to make their way 
through a tropical forest where the vege- 
tation was often so dense that they could 
not sec fifty feet in front of them. 
Part 
of the way was through 
marshes 
and 
swamps where the men had to 
flounder 
along up to the waist in the mud, and 
they had to cut their way through with 
axes a great part of the route, " They 
had to test the depths of the streams foot 
by foot through the rivers, and to 
go 
over the great lake of Nicaragua and 
sound it. 
We have now, however, an 
exact map of the whole territory, and 
wc-will push the canal from now on.'* 


''Give me some idea of the country 
through which the canal goes and of 
Lake Nicaragua, Senator," I said. 


''The canal" said 
Senator 
Miller, 
'^crosses Central Ameiica in the lower 
part of Nicaragua. 
Nicaragua is the 
largest of the Central American States, 
and the country all told is not quite as 
large as the State of New York and it 
has not as many people as the city of St 
Louis. 
It is a republic and the people 
are like those of the South American re- 
publics. 
Thoy have a very good coun- 


can you make your vessels rise to the 
level of Lake Nicaragua, which is 100 
feet above the sea?" 


*'Wo do it l}y means of locks," replied 
Senator Miller. 
'»This, DeLessopa said, 
was not practicable, and ho proposed a 
level canal at the isthmus of Panama, and 
he sunk several hundred millions in at- 
tempting to make one; but his schemc 
was an utter failure, and the Panama 
Canal stock is now worth about two 
cents on the dollar, and that only for 
speculative purposes. 
Do Lesseps said 
that locks would make travel 
through 
the canal too slow to make it pay, and 
that the ships would be tied up 
and 
clogged half the time. 
We have tigurcd 
up the time, and we know just what we 
can do. Wo are going to have the biggest 
locks 
that 
have 
over 
been 
made. 
There will be only six of them, and a 
ship can go through a lock and be raised 
from one level to another in forty-five 
minutes. 
And supposing only one ship 
went through, at a time, we could put 
thirty4wo ships through in a day, and 
more than olevea thousand in a year. 
If 
the ships that go through this canal 
should bo of the size of those which pass 
through the Suez Canal, more than 20,- 
000,000 tons will puss through in a year. 
The Suez Canal gets $2.50 as toll on 
every ship thai passes through the canal, 
and this tonnage, should wc ever reach 
it, would pay the canal $50,000,000 a

try, and they have many fine plantations 
of coffee, sugar and indigo. 
Their for- 
ests are rich in rubber trees, and they 
have many fine furniture woods, such as 
mahogany. 
They have a railroad or so 
and telegraphs connecting all the cities 
of the country. 
There are not many 
large towns, and the largest city is Leon, 
which numbers 25,000 people. 
The 
people are very enterprising and they 
are very anxious to see tho canal com* 
pleted. 
The canal will cross the coun- 
try from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
covering a distance, all told, of nearly 
170 miles. 
The most of this distance, 
however, has a waterway constructed 
by nature, and wo have less than thirty 
miles of cutting to do. 
We start in at 
he harbor or Qreytown and it is here 
that our men are working now, and 
after we have cut this dietanco wo reach 
the great Baa 
Juan River 
and 
sail 
through it right into Like Nicaragua. 
Tho ships then go across Lake Nicaragua, 
and, with very little cutting out at tho 
•other end, right into the Pacific through 
a short canal there." 


•»What kind of a harbor have you at 
Greytowni" 


was bad enough," was the reply, 
''when we began our work, There was a 
great bar of sand that extended out in 
front of it, and this sand was three feet 
above water. We have constructed an im- 
mense breakwater, and we have now fif- 
teen feet of water on thi§ bar, and wo are 
making it deeper by extending the break- 
water further out into the sea. 
We will 
h^vo It so that all ships can come into 
the harbor, and we will have about 350 
acres for them to float about in. We have 
also a very fair harbor at Brito, on the 
Pacific coast, where our canal comes out. 
It will take some dredging to fit it for 
use, but, when we are through, our two 
harbors will be the finest ia 
Central 
America," 


•'How bis* will tho canal be, and how 


year. 
We expect the canal to cost, all 
told, 
just about 
$100,000,000, 
and 
we think that it will pay a big interest 
on this investment. 
The Suez Canal 
stock is now in the neighborhood of 
$500 per share. 
It cost about the same 
as ours will cost, and it has .for years 
been paying a net revenue of more than 
$12,000,000. 
It is not big enough to 
accommodate the trade, and they arc 
now widening its locks. 
They are talk- 
ing also of building another canal along- 
side the old one, and the shipping in- 
creases right along." 


«'How long will it take a ship to pass 
through your canal?" 


"It will take only four hours 
more 
than it does for a snip to pass through 
the Suez Canal," said Senator Miller. *<A 
boat can go through our canal from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, a distance of 170 
miles, in twenty-eighthours, and it takes 
one twenty.four hours to go through the 
Suez Canal, 
About 100,000 passengers 
go through the Suez Canal in a year, and 
tho canal gets a big revenue from these. 
Of course my figures as to the tonnage 
which might pass through our canal re- 
present an amount much greater than we 
will have for years, but supposing we 
only had 5,000,000 tons at the 
start, 
this would pay big dividends, and we 
will eventually no doubt have ten, fifteen 
and more million tons per year. 
As to 
the locks, that at Sault Ste. Marie takes 
through a greater tonnage every year 
than that at the Suez Canal, and these 
locks are perfectly practicable 
things. 
Our 
shij)s 
will 
go 
into 
the 
harbor at Greytown and they will sail 
nine miles along the canal to the fir^t 
lock, which will lift them up thirty-one 
feet, and along this level they sail a mile 
and a quarter, where they are raised 
thirty feet more, and sail now on a level 
of sixty-one feet above the sea. 
After 
a few more miles there is a third lock, 
which raises them forty-five feet higher, 
and they are now 1015 feet above the 
harbor of Greytown and are o * the same 
level as the San Juan River and the big 
lake of Nicaragua, 
They can now sail 
right along up this river into tho lake 
and across it a distance of over a hun- 
dred and thirty miles to the western side 
of the lake, and they are now only seven- 
teen miles from the Pacific Ocean. They 
here go into our canal, and by similar 
locks to those on the east drop down to 
tho sea level. 
There are three locks on 
the west side, and, of course, we can 
raise ships fiom the Pacific to tho level 
of the lake in tho same way as we do 


America one of tho 
greatest commcrcialnations of the world, 
and wo will at onco jump to the front as 
to our merchant marine. 
It is almost 
impossible to give you au idea of tho 
chancrea it will make. 
It will save our 
ships X0,000 miles in going from New 
York to San Francisco, and it will bring 
us 8000 miles nearer tho Sandwich IsU 
ands. 
When that canal is completed 
New York will bo nearly 7000 milas 
nearer Callao, and wo will be able to put 
our cotton into the ports of China and 
Japan by shipping it direct from Now 
Orleans instead of having it go away 
around 
by tho Suez, 
Tho canal will 
then be one of the great routes to Aus- 
tralia and China, and we will deal direct 
with those countries instead of through 
England, as wo now do. 
Tho Japanese 
are now using a great deal of our cotton, 
and they are increasing their consump- 
tion of the American article every year. 
The Koreans dross almost altogether in 
cottons, and thoy like a good article. 
The Americans make better cotton than 
they can get from India 
or 
elsewhere, 
and there is no reason why wo should 
not bo supplying tho material for tho 
clothes of the hundreds of millions of 
the far cast. 
The Japanese are using a 
great deal of raw cotton, and if this 
canal were built now there would bo no 
trouble in the south about a market for 
its cotton. 


"Tho building of the canal," Senator 
Miller went on, '*will bo death to the 
sailing ships of the world. 
The great- 
est part of our commerce will then be 
carried by steam. 
We will have a coal- 
ing station at Nicaragua, and all 
the 
ships of the world going from the east 
to the west will pass through this high- 
way. 
It will make an immense differ- 
ence in California and tho Pacific slope 
and it will quadruple the population of 
that part of our country ten years after it 
is completed. 
If we get the oanal com- 
pleted by 1897 we ought to have more 
than 8,000,000 tons going through the 
canal tho next year. 
Tho canal will also 
be of immense advantage to us in a mili- 
tary way, and it will enforce the Mon. 
roe doctrine better than our navy. 
By 
the Suez Canal Great Britain got 3600 
miles nearer her Indian possessions, and

Wis., by several trials, weighing the 
bees after long fasting found it took 4106 
to weigh 1 lb.; they were stupiiied by 
chloroform, weighed, then as soon as 
they recovered were fed, when each bee 
weighed 15 mg. more than before, or 
when full fed it took only 3626 bees to 
weigh 1 lb. 
Surprised at these results, 
I repeated the experiment twice over, 
using the most delicate scales. 
It took 
4222 to weigh 1 lb., or after sipping 
their full of honey, 3781.

Late cutting of clover interferes de-

price. 
The amount of seed is materially 
increased when clover is cut early. Some 
farmers claim that the seed

is 
doubled by early cutting. 


Every farmer has his own "best plan"

warm, sunny exposure suited them per- 
fectly, and

The joint worm, wheat-straw worm 
and wheat-stem saw-fly all belong to the 
same order of insects as the ant, bee ani 
wasp. 
The eggs are deposited in the 
growing stems, ana the insect passes the 
fall and winter in the stubble. 
Burning 
the stubble will pro^jably destroy the 
majority of insects in a field, while a 
rotation of cr^psi^will do much to pre- 
vent their hfccoming abundant.
